A man who holds tlic vvoiltl iccord in run- 


ning or any other athletics usually can't do 
anything else. IJe hasn't tune to do anj- 
thinfi else 
Keeping trained in his spec laity 


busier his body and brain to the limit of ac- 
tion. 


So It goes in nearly every pursuit of life. 
There's an old Raying, that we're all fools 


outside our own businesses. 


A few geneiations ago, 
when America 


was sparsely populated and settlers were 
'. 


scattered thru the wilderne&i, every man 
had to be more or less of a handy-man or 
Jack-of-all trades except In cities wheie he 
could specialize. 


Specialization is an outgrowth of com- 


munity life. It was discovered, for instance, 
that one man made better shoes than anj- 
one elso in town, and made them faster. 
Obviously, it was foolish fur him to devote 
his time to anything except shoo making. 


Another man could saw boards and drive 


nails faster, lie specialized at 
building. 


And so on, until nearly every man became 
a specialist, trading the products of his toil 
for things he 
needed that 
otheis could 


make faster and better than he could. 


The tendency toward specialization lias 


increased with the 
passing of time. 
We 


talk about ours being an "age of special-> 
ibts." And jet, in our increasingly complex j 
civilization, specialization has barely stait- 
ed. 


When the lads of today mature to man- 


hood, life will be many times as specialized 
as now. The boy who is allowed to drift 
along without any definite idea of what he 
wants to specialize on later, will strike out 
into the world for himself under a great 
handicap. 


But a greater handicap lurks in the dan- 


ger of parents opposing the line of work
